- History of the Company. 

Outlining the hlatory of the Pacific 
Coast Coal-mines company and the 
relation of the parties thereto. Mr., 
Justice Clement aays that “the plain¬ 
tiff company was Incorporated %n 
March 21. 1908 with a capital of ff,- 
000,000, divided Into 20,000 shgtes of 
U 00 each. Its object was ty acquire 
and work coal properties It was 
brought into being at thyinstance of 
the defendants, Arbuthnot, Savage. 
McGavin, Moran. Reynolds, Wisbard 
and Hodgson. The property which It 
was formed to take, and which it did 
upon IncorimratWYh take over, was the 
property of Its/Areators; and they were 
named its directors, a poaitlon which 
they conttmted to occupy until the date 
of the debenture issue in March 1911. 

• The/defendant Arbuthnot lived In 
Victoria and was described as a !um- 
l>er merchant. » «• hint Itve<| In WIIUUJNR 
where he still had financial Interests. 
The defendant Savage was a brother-J 
In-law to the*defendant Arbuthnot and 
was In partnership with the defen¬ 
dant McGavin In Winnipeg dealing In 
binds, timber etc. The defendant 
Wishard was of New York and had 
been assdclated In business enter¬ 
prises, real estate speculations and the 
like, with the defendants Savage and 
MeOavIn. He was also Interestetl with 
the defendant Arbuthnot In timber 
lands In British Columbia. In short 
these defendants were chmely In touch 
with each other and were ready to 
embark together upon ai^y enterprise 
which appealed to.them us likely to 
prove lucrative. The defendant M«»ran 
was a Winnipeg barrister and came 
into the coal enterprise In question 
here through the defendants Savage 
and McGavin. He looked to them to 
protect his Interests and took little 
part fylmself In the affairs of the plain¬ 
tiff company. The defendant Rey¬ 
nolds was an engineer In the employ 
of the defendant Arhuthnot. The de¬ 
fendant Hodgson Is described as a 
gentleman and seems to have been a 
mining engineer and prospector for| 
coal.” 

Promotion ProAts. 

An Insight Into the proAts of coin-j 
puny promotion Is given In the recital | 
of the history of the properties which j 
passed from Arbuthnot and his asso¬ 
ciates to the PaclAc Const Coal-mines 
company. These, according,to Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Clement, were four in number 
First of all were the Gare^he-Green 
coal lands, consisting of 2.7W acres #*f 
coal laud* at the north end of Vancou 
ver Island. The 2.79N acres were pitttj 
of 5.475 acres of land which Messrs 
Arbuthnot. Wishard. Havage and Mc¬ 
Gavin had bought from the Oaresrhe- 
Green estate in February. 1907. for 
$ 3 u,noo, of which |8,7So was cash down 
In March. 1KW. when the company was 
formed, the Tour directors received 
375.000 cash for the 2.7W acres. 

The second property consisted of 23 
coal licenses on which fees totalling 
12.300 hud been paid, and 17 applications 
for coal licenses on which no fees had 
been paid- All were In the name of Mr 
Hodgson. These licenses were on! 
Malcolm Island and adjoining the j 
GWWetM-GTeen coat lamb*, 200 miles 
north of Nanaimo. The price which j 
Messrs. Arbuthnot. Wishard. Ravage. 
McGavin and Morun got In payment 
for the Hodgson atakings. Is calculat¬ 
ed by his lordship to be 11.220,000 In 
shares In the new company. 

A third property turned In by Mr 
Arbuthnot to the company was a three- 
year lease wgth option of purchase of 
lto acres of coal land known as the 
Flddick lease. The lease had been ob¬ 
tained ror 110.000 cash and a promise 
of 25 cents per ton royalty. With the 
lease Mr. Arbuthnot In September. 1907. 
bud formed the South Wellington Goal- 
mine* company with a share capital of 
$ 200 , 000 . For turning over the lease la¬ 
the South Wellington company. Mr 
Arbuthnot received 110,000 cash and, 
$115,000 worth of shares—MJX10 of the** 

noi iu iiis niginm, »r. nrwho 
later sold them to the PaclAc* Gnast 
Coal company for $25,000 worth of 
shares in the latter company. 

For the transfer of tils remaining In¬ 
terest of fMi.OOO worth of shares In the 
South Wellington and the transfer of 
the Richardson lease upon which he 
hnd paid 2500. Mr. Arhuthnot at the 
formation of the Pacific Coaat Coal¬ 


mines Is said by his lordahp to have 
received $350,000 In cash. 

Underhand Methods. 

Commenting upon the manner In 
which Mr. Arbuthnot procured the 
Richardson lease his lordship says: 
"One Richardson lead owned this land. 
Ho had died and his executors had 
t piled to thl» court under the Settled 
1 Estates act for leave to grant min¬ 
ing base. The defendant Arbuthnot, 
when tenders were called Uyf, put In 
no less than four fenders, nybe of them 
In his own name. Why /these under¬ 
hand methods were thought expedient 
1 do not know. I can imagine no other 
reason thun this, theft It was Intended 
to mislead this ciyirt in some more or; 
less Important particular. At all events 
an order was pronounced by Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Irving «>»i November 30. 1907, sanc¬ 
tioning a ^u-year lease to one Griffith, 
one of thos** who had tendered for the 
defendght Arhuthnot. of some 330 acres 
of roll 1-bearing lands at a rental of 
32 . 901 ) a year at least. Certain royal¬ 
ties were to he paid ab net out In the 
Tease to be credited on the Axed min¬ 
imum of $2,000. The defendant Arbuth¬ 
not paid 3500 Into court and this satis¬ 
fied the Arst nuaeteF#- u nt il, which 
would not fall due until April. 19W.”

Stock Sold In New York. 

HIs lordship points out that through 
1 he ayenoy of the Wishard-Mlchener, 
company 1450.000 worth of the com¬ 
pany's stock was sold by the spring of 
1*16. largely In New York, which uHl- I 
mutely led to friction between the 
Victoria group represented by Arbuth¬ 
not and Savage and Ihe New York 
group represented by Wishard. Mich- 
ener and Kimball. This was aggra¬ 
vated by an action brought by Hodg¬ 
son to break a pool of shares which 
the Victoria group had allegedly en¬ 
tered Into In order to retain control, 
in which grave charges were made by j 
Hodgson against Arbuthnot In regard 1 
to the formation of the South Welling¬ 
ton company. #he Acquirement of the ]

At this Juncture, his lordship states.!

them mortage debenture* for their 
shares and the amount of their claims | 
against the compauiy. A special„ bill j 
was “put through the legislature 1 
authorizing the issuance of 91.500,- j 
000 worth of six per cent mortage, 
bonds, and reducing the capital stock 
of the company from 93.000,000 to $ 2 ,-

“This agreement,” comments Mr. | 
Justice « leiio*nt. 'call* for extended! 
notice for this reason particularly, j 
that it is 'validated, ratified and con¬ 
firmed’ by the legislators of this pro¬ 
vince subject only to the approval by 
75 per cent of the plaintiff company's 
Shareholders, at a meeting called for 
that purpose.

As 
Lord Chief Justice Holt said more 
than 200 vents ago: 'An act of parlia¬ 
ment can do no wrong, though it may 
M several thlngn that look pretty 
odd.' "

his lordship points out that Mr 
Arhuthnot under the agreement was

Notice Unsatisfactory 

His lordship holds that “the notice 
given for the shareholders' meeting 
was hopek-ely unsatisfactory. Tl»e 
plaintiff company Is entitle*! to a de¬ 
claration that no meeting was ever held 
as the act prescribed. There having 
ld»en no meeting held as the act pre¬ 
scribes. the wbolsnagrrement falls to 
the ground. The debenture Issue de¬ 
pending a* it did. on a reduction of 
capital which ha* never been legally 
accomplished, must be declared void 
tKerc must he Judgment decTuring that 
the agreement of Pebrusry 11 . till, has 
never been legally adopted, and J* not 
binding upon the plaintiff company; 
that all proceedings taken' to give It 
effect are as agnlnst the plaintiff com' 
lutny void, and particularly the deben- 
thn (rttttl deed and the at -1 


tempted capceHat Ion of share* and re¬ 
duction of trapltal. The defendants must 
deliver to the plaintiff company for 
cancellation, and must repay to the 
company all. moneys paid on account 
of ihe debentures Issued, whether for 
principal or Interest, with Interest at 
5 per cent, upon git such moneys from 
the date of payment; and the defend¬ 
ants must Indemnify tHe plaintiff com¬ 
pany from all liability In respect of 
debentures which for any reason they 
are unable to deliver up to the plain¬ 
tiff company. Subject to what appears 
later In thla Judgment the cancelled 
shares must be reissued to the proper 
parties, who. If my Judgment be Sound, 
have never ceased to be shareholders." 

On the second branch of the case his 
lordship lays It down that 'fraud or 
no fraud, a secret prpAt made by a 
vendor-director cannot be retained by 
him, hut must be handed over to the 
company. Non-disclosure by one Ailing 
that dual role coupled with the Inten¬ 
tion to put Into hla own pocket the 
secret proAt. Is a fraud upon the com¬ 
pany and all future allottees of shares 
In It.”

COUNTY COURT POWER 
DECIDED DY APPEAL 


Supreme Court Rules in Regard 
' to Appeal Extensions Do 
Not Apply 


The court of appeal held this morn- 
1 ing that the county court Judge has no 
power to extend tha time tor an ap¬ 
peal to the C4>urt of appeal as Is the 
case under the supreme court rules. 
The decision whs given In connection 
with two listed appeals In Shipway 
against Logan, the first of theae being 
an appeal In the rase, and the afccond 
being an appeal against the county 
court Judge's order allowing the ap¬ 
peal to be entered. 

For the purpose of saving time the 
order of the two appeals was reversed, 
that concerning the entering of the 
appeal being taken first so that In the 
event of the court deciding there waa 
n« Jurisdiction, there would be no need 
to hear the second appeal, as It would 
Ire struck from the list. 

H. 1L Robertson, as representing the 
appellant In the first case heard, said 
the ap|>eal was from Judge L*n>|}- 
man'a decision allowing the appellant 
In the other suit to give notice of ap¬ 
peal within an extended time. He 
held there waa ao right given to apply 
to the county court. The other aide 
contended that the rifles of the 
supreme court governing the case were 
applicable to the county court. 

Trior to hearing the application. W. 
J. Taylor. K. C., applied for an order 
to quash on the ground that there had 
been no security for costa given. The 
court decided the appeal should hr 
heard. Mr. Robertson obtained costa 
of the application, the chief Justice 
dissenting. 

An application was made concern¬ 
ing costs In regard to the abandon¬ 
ment of another appeal. Notice of 
abandonment had given before 

I he. present s itting of the appeal court, 
and It was argued tfiafbecinuie of thhe 
there should be no costs of the ap¬ 
pearance of tha other side to-day. The 
court held, that to obtain the order 
counsel had to appear In court, and 
-therefore was entitled to coats.
